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RESEARCH  IN  EDUCATION  - Professor  Francis  V,  McCarthy,  State  Teachers 
College,  Boston

This  course  is  designed  to  indicate  the  function  of  research  ac- 
tivities in  the  field  of  education.  Current  trends  in  education 
will  be  analyzed  to  determine  the  origin  and  progress  of  the  basic 
research  responsible  for  the  introduction  of  these  new  educational 
practices.  The  student  will  be  afforded  an  opportunity  to  become 
familiar  with  the  design  of  experiments  and  the  place  of  reference 
sources  in  the  conduct  of  the  research.  This  course  will  satisfy 
the  requirement  in  Research  for  the  Master  of  Education  degree  in 
the  State  Teachers  Colleges.  The  number  of  students  will  be 
limited  to  thirty.

Gestalt  Psychology, 
Field  Theory,  Depth  Psychology,  Scholastic  Psychology,  Social 
Psychology,  Psychology  of  Personality  and  Functional  Psychology. 

The  student  is  invited  to  draw  the  best  from  each  point  of  view  and 
to  synthesize  it  into  a formula  for  action  in  the  classroom.

EUROPE  IN  THE  NINETEENTH  CENTURY  - dissociate  Professor  Herbert  G.  Regan, 

State  Teachers  College,  Boston 

A Study  of  European  history  in  the  nineteenth  century  with  the 
emphasis  on  the  general  characteristics  of  the  period,  i.  e. , 
national  ism  and  internationalism,  1 i beral ism  and  laissez-faire, 
optimism  and  pacifism,  industrialism  and  material  prosperity,  the 
rise  of  the  middle  class  and  the  growth  of  socialism,  social  legis- 
lation and  the  trade  union  movement.

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EDUCATIONAL  SOCIOLOGY  - Associate  Professor  George  P.  Aherne , State 
Teachers  College,  Boston 

This  course  deals  In  general  with  the  sociology  of  education.  It 
Is  a study  of  the  social  processes,  social  groups,  and  social  in- 
stitutions In  which  and  through  which  learning  takes  place.  It 
airns  to  correlate  the  educational  process  with  the  social  process.

ELIZABETHAN  NOM-DRAMATIC  POETRY  II:  Sonnets,  Heroic  Poetry,  Satire  - 

Professor  Willian  H,  Marnell,  State  Teachers  College,  Boston 

A companion  course  to  Elizabethan  Non-Dramatic  Poetry  I,  which  was 
given  during  the  first  semester.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to 
study  the  masterpieces  of  non-dramatic  poetry  written  in  the  age  of 
Shakespeare.  The  approach  is  by  poetic  type  of  writer.  The  re- 
quired reading  Is  limited  to  the  major  figures,  but  the  lectures 
consider  also  the  continental  background  of  the  various  poetic 
types  and  the  achievement  of  the  lesser  Elizabethans  in  them.  The 
major  documents  considered  are  the  sonnets  of  Sidney,  Spenser,  and 
Shakespeare;  Spenser’s  Faerie  Queene;  and  the  poetry,  especially 
the  satires,  of  John  Donne.

Director,  Curriculum  Center 
for  Arithmetic,  Boston  Public  Schools.  Formerly  Staff  Member,  Teachers 
College  of  the  City  of  Boston 

This  course  will  discuss  the  fundamental  principles  underlying 
educational  organization  and  administration.  It  will  examine  the 
function  of  the  school  administrator  and  consider  the  value  of 
group  procedures  in  the  light  of  democratic  leadership  and  desir- 
able educational  outcomes.  The  administrator  as  a public  rela- 
tions officer  will  be  evaluated  in  terms  of  modern  school  pro- 
cedures.

tices in  the  major  curriculum  areas.
